Cloud Seeding Operation Is Ended 
With Work On Late-Season Storm 
That Moved In Over Last Weekend 


By Bill Reece 
Cloud-seeding in the Tulare and Kern county areas came to an 
official but unexpected wet climax last Saturday at-midnight as a late 
season storm moved into the area to help usher out the 1954-55 pre- 
cipitation control program under the sponsorship of the Southern 
Sierra corporation of Porterville, a non-profit organization comprising 
some 250 members, namely cattlemen and dry land grain farmers. 


The late season storm was un- 
der almost constant seeding by 
pilots of the Precipitation Con- 
trol company of Bakersfield, who 
worked the clouds for some 20 
hours in an effort to wring the 
last drop of rain and snow from 
the sky before suspending opera- 
tions for the current season. 

During the six month seeding 
program a total of 140 hours of 
flight time were logged by the 
special equipped aircraft at a cost 
of $32,000 dollars. This cost was 
borne for the most part by indi- 
vidual ranchers and farmers re- 
siding in the two county areas 
who subscribed approximately 
$20,000 on a voluntary assess- 
ment basis of five cents per acre 
for grazing and 10 cents per acre 
for farmland, The remainder came

Rain, wind and snow ganged up 
|to give the anglers throughout the 
|state a bad time for the opening 
|weekend of the trout season. We 
lean’t rightfully say ‘nature pro- 
|tecting its own” because our road- 
lside stocking of catchable size 
trout is strictly man-made, so we 
‘have a case then of the weather 
man being downright mean to his 
fellow man. 

But, nevertheless, a lot of trout 
were caught by the thousands who 
\just wouldn’t allow the weather 
|\to interfere. 
| An estimated 5,000 people de- 
scended upon Shaver Lake for the 
weekend but some didn’t even take 
their tackle out of the car when 
they sampled the weather and 
threatened harder storm. On the 
other hand, wardens checked many 
nice catches including several 
limits. 

Generally, the Shaver lake trout 
were on the small size for some 
reason, which brings up the ques- 
tion, how come? The rate of 
growth shown by these fish in the 
past would indicate there’s a na- 
tural food shortage. Could be the 
heavy trout population of the wa- 
ter the last few years has reduced 
the food to a point of insufficien- 
cy. Ifso, wonder if a program of 
stocking the little landlocked ko- 
kanee salmon in Shaver would 
bring the rainbow to kamloops 
size and at the same time provide 
another game fish. 

Fish and game has indicated its 
intent to try these salmon in Mil- 
lerton Lake when the new San 
Joaquin Hatchery is in operation. 

Approximately 2,500 fishermen 
visited Lake Sequoia for the open- 
ing weekend and about that same 
number tried Hume Lake. Rather 


Olives may be grafted from the 
middle of March through the 
month of May. Olive bark slips 


easily and scion wood can be read- 


ily obtained at this time. How-~ 
ever, after April it is more diffi- 
cult to find suitable scion wood 
and the grafts do not start as 
well. 


It is possible to graft olives any- 
time the bark will slip. But dur- 
ing the warm summer months it 
is difficult to prevent newly in- _ 
serted scions from drying out or 
sunburnifig. Late grafts that do 
“take” never catch up with the 
early spring started scions. 


Olive grafting is a relatively 
simple opération. On the other 
hand, like all tree grafting a good 
understanding of the principles 
involved is Helpful in getting 4 
good take. ‘A recently revised 
pamphlet: eiititled “Olive Graft- 
ing” prépared by the Tulare Coun- 
ty Farm Advisbrs Office, Post Of- 
fice building, Visalia, is available . 
to those Wishing to learn how to 
successfully gtaft olive trees.

the next 50 days, the planes were

At 
the time the dry spell set in, the 
area under precipitation work 
showed approximately 30 per cent 
more moisture than areas adja- 
cent to it. 
figures are ‘not yet available to 
make an evaluation report for the 
entire six-month program. The 
final and official report will be 
made as soon as information and 
data necessary to compile the re- 
port is made available through the 
publication of the Climatological 
bulletins. 

Directors of the Southern Sierra 


group have expressed their appre- 
ciation, for the support and inter- 
est given the program by the 
people of the two counties.
